lie may draw daily allowance at one-hall of lhe admissible 
rate. The employee who, while on Lour is required to pay 
obligatory i barges in respect of water, eleclricity, furnimie, 
scavenging cti. on account of his stay in the Circuit House/ 
Dak Bungalow /Inspection Bungalow/ Rest House, cti., shall 
not he deemed to have obtained free accommodation, and 
no reduction in his daily allowance shall be made on this 
score.”

May 1960, has been obtained Lo the following amendments made to 
the Bve-laws of tile Agra Merchants' Chamber I,td., Agra the same 
having been previously plated on the Notice Board of the Chamber 
persuant to Seition 11 of the said Act and Rule 11 of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1954. 

Amendments 

t. Bye-law I 98A shall he renumbered as Bye-law 98B anti after the 
Bye-law so renumbered, the following new Bye-law shall be added as 
Bye-law 98C, namely: — 

”98C(a) The Board may from time to time where in lLs opinion 
it is expedient so to do, by a resolution passed by three 
fourth majority of directors prcscuL and concurred in by the 
Forward Markets Commission, prohibit for a specified period 
trading in any delivery or deliveries, except for the purpose 
of squaring up such open position as may be outstanding in 
the delivery or deliveries, at the time such prohibition is 
imposed, 

(b) The powers specified in clause (a) may be exercised by the 
Forward Markets Commission where in the opinion of the 
Commission it Is expedient in the interest of the trade so to 
do.” 

* II. After Bye-law 110 the following new Bye-law shall be added as 
Bye-law 110A, namely: — 


“I10A. A member shall not dircrLly or iiidircilly enLer into any 
ariangcment or adopt any procedure for the purpose of evad- 
ing or assisting in the evasion of margin requirements 
prescribed under tbe Bye-laws, Regulations or Orders issued 
thereunder.” 

III. For the present Bye-law 148 the following shall be substituted, 
namely.' — 

”148. Goods in Bags or Kattas under delivery order shall be taken 
and given in full, but for shortage or excess of goods, differ- 
ence shall be paid nr received at the clue date rate fixed by 
the Board,”
